POLICE. SAY LENIENT COURTS 
AND PAROLES FOSTER CRIME 


Editorial in Their Journal Says Mod- 
eration Whets Minds of Youths 
to Graver Deeds. 

The Police Journal, official organ 
of the Police Department, today con- 
tains an editorial saying the. parole 
system and the leniency of the courts 
are responsible for the present act- 
ivity of criminals in St. Louis. The 
article was written by James C. Espy, 
secretary of the Police Board, with 
the sanction of the board members. 

“We deny that present conditions 
are the fault of the police,” it reads. 
“Doubtless the modern system of 
leniency in dealing with offenders is 
the main reason why crime and 
criminals seem to increase. 

“Pardons are fully granted by 
courts in many cases where modera- 
tion only whets the minds of youths 
to more and graver crimes. Paroles 
are common in all courts—police, 
courts of criminal correction and cir- 
cuit. 

“Then there are cases when men 
are convicted and sent to the peni- 
tentiary; many of these are paroled 
through the State Board of Pardons 
and Parole. The present § criminal! 
conditions are not local; they are gen- 
eral. 

“Is it not to be asked if the rem- 
edy does not lie largely in the hands 
of legislatures and courts?’ Few 
men are now punished in proportion 
to the crimes which they commit. 
Should not the punishment be made 
to fit the crime?”

MILLION WORKMEN BENEFITED 
BY WAGE INCREASES IN 1916 
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BLASTS IN POWDER 
PLANT IN 10 MINUTES 


Total of 200 Tons Explodes at 
Haskell, N. J., Branch of Du 
Pont Works; 12 Men Hurt. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—While official 
information is lacking, it appears today 
that there was no loss of life in the 
series of powder explosions at the plant 
of the Du Pont Powder Co. at Haskell, 
N. J., last night, in which 0.000 pounds 
of powder blew up. About a dozen em- 
ployes were slightly injured. No esti- 
mate of the damage is given by Haske!l 
officers, who say statements may be 
forthcoming today at the company’s 
headquarters at Wilmington, Vel. 

Haskell, the scene of other explosions 
which have cost lives, did not witness 
the spectacular incidents which accom- 
panied the fire and explosion on the day 
before at Kingsiand, another New Jersey 
town. There were no shells stored at 
Haskell and the devastation was not so 
widespread“. 

Only powder was being manufactured 
at Haskell. After nine expiosions within 
1) minutes, ton after ton of powder 
flared up, until the blaze burned so 
brightly that it was visible many miles 
away. Several of the detonations were 
heard as far north as Poughkeepsie, N.

State Auditor Was Exonerated 
on These Charges When 
County Clerk.

WARRENTON, Mo., Jan. 13.—State 


Auditor George Bp. Hackmann, former 
Clerk of Warren County, under indict- 
ment here on charges of perjury, utter- 
ance of false affidavits and fraud in of- 


fice, would not discuss the charges in| 


detail today, but said: “l am not any 
more guilty than my little 9-year-old 
boy.” 

In deciining to make a specific reply 
to the charges, Hackmann said he was 
not at liberty to do so, as the case was 
entirely in the hands of his attorney. 
He arrived in Warrenton yesterday aft- 
ernoon, having come here voluntarily, 
and was put under an $180 bond. Of 
this bond $1500 covered the first indict- 
ment and $300 the second. 

The charges against Hackmann are 
based on reports which he made as to 
the amounts he paid as salary to a 
young woman assistant and to a man 
who occasionally acted as his deputy. It 
is charged that Hackmann falsified these 
reports to make it appear he paid these 
employes more than he réally paid them, 
and diverted the overplus to his own 
Ds

An inventory of the estate of Richard 
Cc. Kerens, former Ambassador to Aus- 
tria-Hungary was filed yesterday by 
the St. Louis Union Trust Co., executor 
of his will. The personal property is 
appraised at $6,565,702.07, consisting of 
notes, $85,923: stacks, $3,714,269; bonds, 
$1,986,625; a judgment for $24,684: mis- 
cellaneous, $000,000; cash, $187,116.64, and 
chattels, $19,510.0. A value of $16,315 
was placed on the furnishings in the 
Kerens home at 26 Vandeventer place 
and $3000 on the furnishings of another 
home in Elkins, W. Va. He also owned 
realty in various parts of 
the country, including property at 
Washington, D. C., 

Other realty holdings were in Mont- 
gomery- County, Md.; Gassaway, W. 
Va.; Elkins, W. Va.; Leadville, W. Va.; 
Eureka Springs, Ark.; Harrison. Ark, 
and Merion, Pa. He owned 28,620 acres 
in Brewster County, Tex, The inven- 
tory does not list any St. Louis realty. 
Title to the Vandeventer place home 
was in the name of Mrs. Kerens. Ker- 
ens died last September. Under his 
will the estate goes to his two sons, 
two daughters and to his grandchil- 
dren. His wife died about two years 
ago.

MRS.H.H.A. BEACH TRIUMPHS 


AS COMPOSER AND PIANIST 


Dazzling Speed and Unflagging Vitality Shown 
in Performance of Her Concerto at Sym- 
phony, to Be Repeated Tonight

LSTERDAY’S Sym ny Orchestra 
Y concert at the Odeon, to be re- 

peated there tonight, was one of 
those rare events which exact the use of 
superlatives. The heroine of the triumpn 
was Mrs, H. H. A. Beach, conside>ed 
the most notable woman composer in 
musical history, who proved herself not 
onl~ one of the greafvirtuoso pianists’ 
of the day, but a composer of brillfant 
genius, irrespective of sex. Director 
Zach and his men touched a high-water 
mark in their support of the piano part 
of Mrs. Beach’s Concerto in C-Sharp 
Minor, in Glazounow’s gorgeous sym- 
phonic tableau, “‘‘The lcremlin,” and par- 
ticularly in Schubert’s ‘“Unfinished”’ 
Symphony. The audience was in size 
one of the largest and in enthusiesm 
the most warmly responsive of the year. 

As the panorama of the concerto’s first 
movement -,began to rush past, one’s 
first impression was that here was one 
of the most amazing bravura displays 
ever conceived. There appeared to be an 
incessant blaze of fireworks. both in or- 
chestra and piano. But soon it as 
borne in upon the mind that every one of 
these dazzling notes had its inevitable 
place and meaning; that not one of them 
was introduced for mere ornament or 
parade; and then came the discovery 
that Mrs, Beach is a modern American 
not only by birth but in genius, that 
what seemed pyrotechnics was merely 
speed, and that, in these days of motor 
cars and telephone, her inspiration does 
not saunter along on foot, but travels 
with the velocity of a Twentleth Century 
express. 

Many Orchestral Innovatiors. 

And her inspiration had not only blind- 
ing speed, but also unflagging vitality, 
another American trait. One marveled 
at the inexhaustible fount of energy 
from which poured forth this racing tor- 
rent of ideas. The proof of abounding 
life lay in the total absence of any sign

hess to experiment, especiaily in orches 
tral effects. She was not content merely 
tO pour her thoughts into the ancient 
Symphonic mold. So, in the concerto, We 
bad such innovations as solo parts for 
Violin, violoncello and bass clarinet, as 
well as piano. and duvets for piano an? 
French horn and even piano and tim- 
pani—perhaps explained by Mrs, Beach's 
confession that her loftiest ambition as 
a girl was to be a kettle drummer.

The conse- 
quence is that although the work is 
technically most difficult—only a pianist 
and orchestra of the utmost expertness 
could perform it—there is also a fasci- 
rating popular appeal.

THROW McCLUNG OUT. 

The Legislature having passed the job of .clean- 
ing up the State Penitentiary to Gov. Gardner, his 
path is clear. He should rid the penitentiary of 
the burden and the State of the scandal of War- 
den McClung. — * 

McClung’s mismanagement of the penitentiary 
ought to be investigated. The conditions exist- 
ing in the prison ought to be exposed for the pub- 
lic good.

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SNAPS UNDER THE INHERITANCE TAX. 

Among the early bills introduced at Jefferson 
City is one abolishing the representatives ap- 
pointed by the State Auditor in the several coun- 
ties to assist in the collection of the inheritance 
tax. About the only time the possessions of 
many persons of large wealth are made to bear 
their proper share of the general tax burden is 
after the full disclosure of their assets in the 
Probate Court. The c@mplete inventory of val- 
uables required in the settlement of estates leaves 
the inheritance collectors little to do but draw 
It is only in exceptional cases 
that they serve any useful purpose and their com- 
pensation is an unnecessary expense on university 
revenue or any other fund to which the receipts of 
the inheritance tax may be devoted. 

These jobs only afford the opportunity to build 
up a Staté machine to be used by the State Au- 
ditor, as in the late primary campaign, to force 
decisions obnoxious to the people. They may 
wisely be abolished.

A LAW TO PREVENT BLINDNESS. 

The first biennial report of the Missouri Com- 
mission for the Blind urges more stringent legis- 
lation in order to save a number of infants from 
unnecessary blindness. Missouri has only one 
law on this subject. It requires midwives, under 
penalty of a fine, to report inflamed eyes of new- 
born infants to some physician. But she her- 
self is not required or empowered to take the 
very simple step to prevent possible blindness. 

As a result’of the lack of an effective law, over 
one-fifth of the children in the Missouri School 
for the Blind have lost their sight from neglect 
of the eyes at the right time, soon after birth. 

The Commission for the Blind has drawn up a 
law providing that every midwife shall cleanse 
the eyes of any infant born under her attendance 
and drop into each eye two drops of a one per 
cent solution of silver nitrate within two hours 
of the birth of the child. It also compels the 
midwife to report the condition of the child’s 
eyes to a legally qualified practitioner of medi- 
cine within 24 hours of discovery of an inflamed 
condition. 

This proposed law is the result of sad experi- 
ence. It should be passed. Unnecessary blind- 
ness can and should be baiffel hed from the State. 
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“Full many a gem of purest ray serene the dark, 
unfathomed caves of ocean bear.” A submarine 
with a great cargo of diamonds is reported on 
the way to us. 


THE GRANT MEMORIAL SOCIETY. 

The St. Louisans who have formed an organiza- 
tion to be known as the Grant-Dent Memoria] As- 
sociation, the principal purpose of which is to 
preserve historica] Missouri buildings, are to be 
commended. The old Dent home where Ulysses 
S Grant was married offers a fine beginning for 
their work. They hope to turn this and other 
places like it into museums for the benefit of the 
public, but their activities will doubtless in time 
embrace more extensive enterprises. 

It is a good thing for the whole people that men 
of such character and standing are willing to spare 
enough of their already fully occupied time to such 
matters. Their association will in time get into 
touch with similar societies, all of which are try- 
ing to preserve monuments which might other- 
wise be lost. They can count upon popular sup- 
port in whatever they shall undertake. 
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Millions of trees will soon be ready for refor- 
esting Pennsylvania. Reforesting in every state 
should be started as soon as possible. 
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INTERVENTION WITH SPELLING BOOKS. 

Distinguished members of American college fac- 
ulties who urge an educational intervention on our 
part in Mexico must not think that their benev- 
olent plan will be accepted as a satisfying substi- 
tute by those who are urging intervention of an- 
other sort. 

It is plausible to argue that we ought to 
be interested enough to provide as many facil- 
ities for education in the territory, of our near 
neighbor as we have already provided in Turkey 
or China. But it would take a powerful lot of 
educational! facilities and probably almost a gen- 
eration of time to cause any great appreciation 
by this means In the Mexican holdings of Amer. 
ican speculators.

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AN EXTEAVAGANT ASSEMBLY. 

The folly and extravagance of the Missouri 
Legislature in employing unnecessary clerks, 
stenographers, etc., are made more apparent than 
ever by a Post-Dispatch inquiry into how these 
things are managed in other states. Investigation 
of the payrolls of 17 other Legislatures shows 
that the Missouri lawmakers employ more per- 
sons than any of them, 

Where it maintains 335 employes, Ohio has 18. 
Where the Missouri Senate alone has hired 194 
persons, the Illinois Senate has hired 40, and both 
houses in Indiana get along with 180. 

The Missouri House has employed 141, which 
is only one fewer than both Texas houses need 
and is 37 more than both Iowa houses need. 

The only other Legislature which approaches 
ours in this matter is that of Pennsylvania, but 
Pennsylvania’s total is 102 less than the Missouri 
total. Indeed, the legislative employes of Penn- 
sylvania and Iowa added together make only two 
more than Missouri has alone. 

Of the remaining states, both houses in Mon- 
tana and both in Oregon have fewer employes 
than the Missouri Senate has. Nine states have 
fewer than 50 employes each and none of the 
others reported has more than 70. In most cases 
provision is made for the employment of addi- 
tiona] stenographers by the day or hour, but only 
when their services are actually needed. All of 
Missouri’s surplus help gets regular pay, regard- 
Yess of how much or how little work is required. 

And yet Missouri is $2,000,000 in debt, its 
finances are demoralized, the condition of its 
treasury little better than a scandal] and its Lee- 
islature is pledged to economic reform! Spoils 
outweigh public interest and public policy and 
public decency. 
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TRIBUTE TO BELGIAN Goop FAITH. 

The German note to neutrals on peace pro- 
posals negatives its own charge of bad faith 
against Belgians. It contains this remarkable 
passage: | 

Twice the Imperial Government declared to 
the Belgium Government that it did not come 
as an enemy to Belgium and asked it to spare 
to the country the terrors of war. Germany 
offered to guarantee the integrity and inde- 
pendence of the kingdom to the full extent. 
and to compensate for all damages that might 
be caused by the passage of the German 
troops. The Belgian Government declined 
the repeated offer of the Imperial Govern- 
ment. Upon her and those Powers which in- 
stigated her to this attitude falls the respons- 
ibility for the fate which befell Belgium. 

A statement addressed particularly to neutrals 
that would be more unfortunate from the Ger- 
man standpoint can hardly be imagined. It can 
not remove but only confirms neutral opinion 
as/to the Belgian tragedy. 

It shows Belgium’s intense desire to remain 
with those nations whose more fortunate geo- 
graphica] site enables them to continue neutral. 
It sonvicts her, not of bad faith, but of the most 
exalted devotion to international obligations. Had 
she acquiesced in the passage of German troops, 
it would have been an act of war against Ger- 
many’s enemies. 

What would new “guarantees of integrity and 
independence” be worth from a nation which had 
already decided on the violation of its previous 
guarantees of integrity and independence? 
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WINE VERSUS PROHIBITION. 

Minister of War Gen. Roque, upon an in- 
terpellation in the Chamber of Deputies, asking 
why, after having prohibited alcoholics for the 
army, they had been re-introduced; and why 
the New Year’s bill of fare for the entire French 
army contained the item, “125 centilitres of wine, 
over and above the ordinary daily allowance,” 
said in substance: 

Three general staffs attached to our highest 
commands in various flelds have been re- 
quested to note the difference between sol- 
diers under prohibition and those without the 
restriction; and the quality of work done by 
either class. All agreed that the soldiers re- 
celving a daily allowance of wine did better 
work than those deprived of the beverage. 
Not only did they show more initiative, but 
they also exhibited more stamen. The same 
inquiry of the Medical Direction brought the 
unanimous recommendation to re-introduce 
regular the wine allowance. As for hospitals 
and convalescents, their allowance had never 
been interrupted, as the medical corps stren- 
uously had opposed the measure from the 
outset. Finally, the round robin sent through 
the entire army brought a nearly unanimous 
request for wine on the daily bill of fare. 


Gen. Roque referred to the difference in the 
German army during the first year, when the 
beer allowance was most liberal; and this third 
year, when it was cut down to one-fourth in 
quantity and two-thirds in quality. While not 
desiring to express himself on the various phases 
of Russian activity, he thought that a student 
might even there find ample material for prem- 
ises; and he concluded that while such bever- 
ages were not necessaries, they were equally not 
to be classed among luxuries, where a nation 
had become inured to their use for centuries. 
One bottle of champagne to four men, he said, 
had certainly resulted most favorably at Verdun 
recently. 

On the whole, he considered, aside from the 
other reasons already stated, a soldier's life in 
the trenches was about all humanity could bear, 
end must not be aggravated by curtailing 
strength and animation. The soldier must be at 
his best to bear the strain.

HE “clinging vine’’ woman is worse 

uy than a crime; she’s a blunder. 

She is a mistake in the scheme of 
Nature, and the tighter she clings the 
more likely she is to choke and stifle 
national life and national progress. Just 
as her vegetable prototype ultimately 
destroys the living growth on which it 
supports itself, so she {s a parasite that 

bodes il] for posterity. 

The doctor’s scalpel has been pruning 
the “clinging vine’ of her mentality and 
her fitness for wifehood and mother- 
hood. At a meeting of the Academy of 
Medicine in New York to discuss the 
problem of “Efficiency and  Ineffi- 
clency,’’ Dr. Charles L. Dana pointed 
out that if the one or two inefficient 
members of a large family were women 
they usually were provided for by éarly 
marriage. -He commented. sharply on 
the fact that ‘“‘men love to marry the 
soft, childish, clinging type’’—who are 
probably ‘“‘tender-minded,”’ 1. e., none too 
bright. “And if the man is not very 
bright himself,” the physician added, ‘“‘it 
is a reaction of defense. Thus two sim- 
ple minds mate and breed their kind.”

known physician and eugenist, Dr. Fred- 
erick H. Robinson, I found him ready 
to indorse every word and even to go 
further.

A LOOK INTO GERMANY. 
ERBERT Bayard Swope’s remark- 
H able articles on Germany, which 
have been published serially in 
the Post-Dispatch in recent weeks, are 
now printed as a permanent record in 
a book, ‘Inside the German Empire,” 
published by the Century Company of 
New York. The foreword is written by 
James W. Gerard, American Ambassi- 
dor to the German Empire, and is as 
follows: : 

Throughout the world there 
and should be, deep interest in the 
conditions—economic, political, spir- 
itual and military—under which Ger- 
many and her allies are sustaining 
themselves after more than two 
years of war. 

The facts and impressions con- 
tained in this book; gathered first 
hand by the author, whose friend- 
ship I value and whose profession- 
al equipment I admire, form an im- 
portant contribution to contempor- 
aneous history and possess 4 refer- 
ential value for the future. No sub- 
ject today is more vital or worth- 

kK fer of serious attention. 

The Ambassador’s statement as to 
the value of Swope’s book is borne out 
by a survey of its contents, which are 

23 chapters. Discussion of peace pos- 
sibilities, in the earlier chapters, 15 
framed in a mass of detail that will 
make it of interest, even when condi- 
tions may have changed completely from 
their present aspect. With the subd- 
ject of peace, as being of almost equal 
importance to Germany and the world, 
the writer links the prospect for the 
liberalization of Germany’s govern- 
ment—a matter, which he holds, may per- 
haps not be deferred until the war has 
ended. The liberalizing movement, he 
explains, does not look to the over- 
throw of monarchy, or even of the Ho- 
henzollern dynasty, but it is intended to 
give the people a real participation in 
their government, by making the 
Reichstag lese of a debating society and 
more 6f a factor in governing the em- 
pire. 

“The spirit of the Beleaguered Em- 
pire’ and ‘“‘German Hatred of America” 
denote subjects which are treated, by 
this writer, with the utmost positive- 
ness, Germany’s spirit is still unwav- 
ering, he declares, and a deep and bitter 
hatred for America pervades the coun- 
try—a hatred the more penetrating in 
the German mind, for the reason that 
it has no direct outlet, as has the hatred 
ago. a foe in arms. A chapter on 
“America Through German Eyes” con- 
tains an outline of a book on the United 
States, which is much read by the Ger- 
man soldiers in the trenches, and which 
sets forth the faults of this — 
real and imagined, with not a word 
its humane or relief work. 

The pessibilities of international trade 
after the war are discussed, with the 
conclusion that Germany may be in 
more danger from ‘‘dumping”’ of Amer- 
ican products on her, after the war, 
than America from German dumping. 

In writing of the army, Swope figures 
that 4,500,000 men have been put into 
the field, and that 2,700,000 have suf- 
fered casualties, but that more than 
one-half the latter were slightly wound- 
ed; and returned to the service. The 
ratio of casualties, to every 100 soldiers, 
is figured as 13 killed, 6 taken prisoner, 
4 disabled by wounds, 37 wounded but 
serving again, and 40 unhurt. 

In writing of Hindenburg and Luden- 
dorff, the author tells an interesting 
story, for which no official confirmation 
is claimed, that the Russian army, in 
the Masurian Lake region, was drowned 
by the releasing of water from dikes, 
“All that is known certainly,’’ he says, 
“is that a Russian army disappeared.” 
Another interesting bit of gossip, better 
substantiated, is that regarding the 
mental antecedents of the new Emperor 
and Empress of Austria, which are de- 
cidedly unifmpressive. 

Both Germany and Austria, he says, 
will restrict, if they do not prohibit, 
emigration after the war, and Austria 
has evolved a plan to get back many 
of her former subjects from the United 
States, by special concessions or by 
threats of harshness toward their rela- 


tives.

Players Engaging in Any Busi- 
ness Wherein Skill Gains 
Profits Ineligible. 


LOCAL MAN. IS. ELECTED 


Sterling Edmunds Is Named 
Member of Executive Commit- 
tee at Annual Election. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—Several 
golfers of national reputation will be 
driven from amateur ranks by the 
application of the new definition of 
amateurs approved early today at the 
annual méetings of the United States 
Golf Association. The meeting also 
sustained the rule under which Pran- 
cls Oulmet, Paal Tewksbury and J. Ft. 
Sullivan Jr. of the Woodland (Mags), 
Golf Club, were deprived of their 
amateur standing. 

A motion for a direct vote on the 
action of the Executive Committee in 
Siving notice to the disqualified golf-. 
ers and calling on the Woodtand Club 
to withdraw their names from the 
handicap list of Massachusetts Goif 
Association, was ruled out order 
after the vote on the main question 
had shown that OCultmet's friends were 
well in the minority. 

After a spirited debate lasting long 
after midnight the delegates, by a 
vote of 80 to 12 upheld a report of 
the Executive Committee sharply re- 
stricting the status of an amateur. 
The rule as amended and adopted, 
makes ineligible as an amateur the 
player “engaging iu any business con- 
nected with the game of golf whereis 
one’s usefulness er profits arise be-. 
cause of skill or prominence im the 
game of golf.”
